There are several transforms that you should use before or after the Match transform to 
optimize the matching process. These tranforms are highlighted in the following graphic.

Case Use the Case transform to route data to a 
particular Match transform, such as sending 
USA-specific and international data to differ- 
ent transforms. You can also use this trans- 
form to route blank records around a Match 
transform. 


Address Cleanse Use the Address Cleanse transform to en- 
sure all address data is accurate prior to 


matching. 


Data Cleanse Use the Data Cleanse transform to ensure 
name, firm, title, phone, date, SSN, and e- 
mail data is parsed and standardized to im- 
prove the likelihood of identifying matches. 
You can also include match standards of 
name or firm data. Using name match stand- 
ards generated from the Data Cleanse trans- 
form can help to improve match results. 
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
